Thc obstacle is an ordinance requir- 
ing all paid officials to have lived in the city 
for at least three years. Thc mayor has had 
to dismiss tv\o appointees because they lived 
outside of the city limits, in one case in New 
Jersey. These out-of-town residents were 
thought to be the best men available for 
their jobs, but under the law they must be 
replaced by persons less satisfactory. The 
New York Times rightly thinks that it would 
be just as sensible "to iefu.se to buy the best 
avialable snow removal machine because it 
was built in Utica or Buffalo, and to buy 
instead an inferior machine because it hap- 
pened to be made in the Bronx." 


Such restrictions, unfortunately, are com- 


mon in the United States. Outside of New 
York City they are usually enforced not by 
the law, but by public opinion. When it is 
proposed to hire an outstanding out-of-town 
health officer or school superintendent, some 
provincial critics are sure to say, "There 
must be somebody here in town qualified to 
fill this job. Why can't they keep it in Blank- 
ville?"
